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WARNING OVER 
MOPED GANGS 

Police urge vigilance after spate of thefts involving bike-riding crooks

POLICE have warned residents to guard 
against having their mobile phones stolen 
by moped-riding “snatch” gangs. 

A spate of street robberies has been carried 
out in the Crouch End area in recent weeks 
with pedestrians using their phones having 
them stolen after the driver of a scooter 
mounts the pavement and the pillion passenger 
grabs the handset. 

Most of the victims have been women and 
many thefts have been carried out in broad day¬ 
light, with at least one victim being threatened 
with a knife. 

Residents raised concerns at a public meeting 
after several complained on social media about 


lack of police action - and an online petition was 
started calling for more to be done to catch the 
thieves and prevent further robberies. 

In response, police said that detectives and 
uniformed officers were working hard to reduce 
the number of incidents and detect and catch 
those responsible. 

Inspector Max Cox said: “In recent weeks 
there has been an increase in mobile phones 
being stolen by means of suspects on scooters 
riding up behind victims and snatching them 
from their hands. This has been occurring across 
Haringey and, most significantly, around the 
west of the borough. 

“Haringey police are working hard to 
reduce the number of incidents, but the best 
way of reducing crime is through simple 
preventative measures.” 


Police also stress the important role the mem¬ 
bers of the public have in providing information 
should they witness a robbery or are offered a 
mobile in suspicious circumstances, and they 
warn them not to risk their safety by chasing 
after muggers. 

They offer this advice: 

■ Be discreet when using your phone in pub¬ 
lic. If you use your phone, make it quick to min¬ 
imise the chance of becoming distracted and 
being spotted by a thief. 

■ Stay alert, do not text while you are 
walking because you will be less aware of 
your surroundings. 

■ Be mindful of who is behind you. Try to 
stand with your back against a wall when using 
your phone so that nobody can approach with 
your back turned.

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Council’s opt-out ‘has left 
historic church out in cold’

PARISHIONERS of an historic 
church in the borough have blasted 
the council, accusing it of leaving 
Enfield “closed for business”. 

Henry Lamprecht, a parishioner 
at Christ Church, in The Green in 
Southgate, says he is aghast that 
this year Enfield Council will not 
be taking part in the nationwide 
Open House festival of architecture 
and design in September, during 
which members of the public 
are guided around public buildings 
and buildings of historical signifi¬ 
cance which usually they might just 
walk past. 

The council would have to pay 
£4,000 to join up to the scheme this 
year at a time when the authority is 
tasked with saving £80million over 
the next four years. 

In previous years when the coun¬ 
cil has taken part, buildings such as 
Salisbury House, in Bury Street 
West, Edmonton, were opened up 
for the public to take tours around. 

“We should all be very concerned 
about Enfield’s finances if a coun¬ 
cil with such a large budget cannot 
spend £4,000 in attracting tourists 
into the area,” said Mr Lamprecht. 

“It is sending a message to the 


rest of the capital that Enfield is 
closed for business. 

“We are one of the few places in 
the borough to have the get-up-and- 
go to do it, but if the borough is not 
taking the lead on doing this how 
are we going to attract people to 
Enfield? We are not on the map. 
With this decision they have effec¬ 
tively wiped us off the map.” 

Although the council is being 
forced to make millions of pounds 
in savings after the local govern¬ 
ment grant was once again cut by 
central government, Mr Lamprecht 
dismisses this as justification for 
opting out of the scheme this year. 

“That is just rubbish,” he said. 
“Look at the money they spend on 
the Residents Priority Fund. If they 
reduced the fund by £200 in each 
ward, they could easily afford to 
take part in the scheme. I just don’t 
buy it. 

“The Open House days benefit 
the entire community - not just one 
ward or group within that ward. If 
they want people from all over the 
capital to come to Enfield, then 
they have to make it a destination 
for people rather than counting us 
out of the race.” 

The Advertiser contacted the 
council for comment, but at time of 
press no response had been given.

WHEN the 36,000 exhausted and elated 
runners reach the finish line of the Lon¬ 
don Marathon on Sunday, they will be 
keen to collect their bags packed with a 
change of clothes before heading off 
to celebrate. 

Members of two Enfield running clubs 
are volunteering behind the scenes at the 
finish at The Mall to reunite athletes 
with the luggage bags they last saw when 
they handed them in at the start - 26.2 
miles away in Greenwich. 

Each bag is labelled with the runner’s 
race number to ensure the correct kit is 
returned to the right person. 

The bags are loaded on to lorries and 
driven under police guard to The Mall, 
where they are unloaded and sorted by 
teams of volunteer baggage handlers. 

A team of 14 runners from Trent Park 
Running Club will be on hand to help 
unload one of the lorries and get the bags 
ready for the competitors - a task they 
have done for the past 16 years. 

Len Edmonds, the club’s baggage team 
leader, said there were about 900 bags on 
each lorry. 

He divides the load into three areas 
with teams of four or five unloading each 
section and sorting them into the correct 
number order to ensure the smooth han¬ 
dover of bags to weary runners. 

Mr Edmonds, who has run three Lon¬ 
don Marathons himself, said: “We have 
to be there about 9am and the lorries 
arrive at 11 o’clock. For about an hour 
it’s bedlam. We just enjoy it. I have no 
difficulty in getting volunteers.” 

It’s an early start as well for the volun¬ 
teers from Edmonton Running Club. A 


team of 28 will be unloading two lorries 
on Sunday. They will be on a 7am coach 
which takes the club’s competitors to 
Greenwich before dropping them off 
near The Mall about 8 am. 

Rick Oliver, the club’s baggage co¬ 
ordinator, said many of the team had run 
in the event themselves and want to put 
something back. 

“It’s just a case of getting involved,” he 
said. “We enjoy doing it.” 

The team gets back to Enfield in the 
early in the evening after a long, hard 


day and the reward of a handful of guar¬ 
anteed places in next year’s event for 
their members. 

Volunteers from Trent Park Running 
Club also help keep pedestrians safe. 

Penny Cording will be leading the 
pedestrian management team at South 
Quay in Docklands. Her team of 38 vol¬ 
unteers will leave Trent Park in Snakes 
Lane, Oakwood, at 5.45am on Sunday 
and has to get into Docklands before the 
roads are closed to traffic along the 
marathon route.

OLD soldiers, dignitaries and residents will 
remember the fallen heroes of the ill-fated World 
War I Gallipoli offensive in Palmers Green on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Enfield councillors, members of the Royal 
British Legion and the Queen’s representative, 
Deputy Lieutenant Ann Cable will attend a cer¬ 
emony in the memorial garden in Broomfield 
Park where an almond tree will be planted.

A YOUNGSTER who has raised hun¬ 
dreds of pounds for Great Ormond 
Street Hospital is steeling himself for 
yet another epic fundraising drive.

Three-part television drama looks 
back at infamous Enfield haunting

AFTER four decades of silence, the 
strange spirit which terrorised a fam¬ 
ily in the borough is set to fly again 

- except this time the phantom will 
be strictly confined to TV screens. 

The story of The Enfield Haunting 

- when one home in Green Street, 
Brimsdown, was torn apart by the 
presumed antics of a poltergeist in 
1977 - will be brought back to life 
on Sky Living on Sunday, May 3. 

The three-part series stars Timothy 
Spall as novice paranormal investi¬ 
gator Maurice Grosse and Matthew 
Macfadyen as the senior, more scep¬ 
tical investigator, Guy Lyon Playfair. 

Peggy Hodgson and her four chil¬ 
dren, Margaret, 12, Janet, 11, Johnny, 
ten, and Billy, seven, lived at number 
284 and were getting ready for bed 
one warm August night when sud¬ 
denly a strange force seemed to be 
unleashed in their home. 

It began as a strange knocking 
sound in the walls - which even their 
builder neighbour couldn’t make 
neither head nor tail of. 

A chest of drawers in the girls’ 
room suddenly started to move of its 
own accord. A terrified Peggy called 
the police, who were baffled. 

Journalists began to troop through 
the house with one photographer for 


the Daily Mirror recalling that Lego 
bricks were mysteriously hurled 
across the room at him. 

With the eyes of the world now 
focused on the bizarre events, the 
spooky goings-on ratcheted up with 
reports that Janet, the child who 
seemed to be at the centre of the pol¬ 
tergeist’s interest, appeared to levi¬ 
tate from her bed. 

And, strangest of all, when the 
investigators arrived, she began 
speaking in the voice of an old man 
named Bill Wilkins, who had lived 
and died in the house. 

The three-part series is a dramati¬ 
sation of the case as seen through the 
eyes of the paranormal investigators, 
but for those who are easily spooked 
by the thought of the ghost making a 
comeback, in the years after the 
haunting, Janet admitted that she and 
her sister and brothers had made up 
some of the spooky goings on. 

Speaking to the Daily Mail in 
2011, when asked how much of the 
phenomena was faked, she replied: 
‘“I’d say two per cent.” 

Janet also revealed in interviews 
in the years after the haunting that 
the terrifying events only calmed 
down once the house had been vis¬ 
ited by a priest.

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Family operated 
‘boiler room’ con

A MAN has been found guilty of playing a part 
in a complex criminal scam which duped victims 
out of more than flmillion. 

Faroq Eshpari, 56, of George Lovell 
Drive, Enfield Lock, was found guilty at 
Southwark Crown Court on Friday of money 
laundering offences. 

His wife, Safia Eshpari, 53, also of George 
Lovell Drive, had earlier pleaded guilty to money 
laundering and their sons, Omar, 35, of the same 
address, and Hider, 29, of Sidcup in Kent, had 
earlier pleaded guilty to conspiracy to defraud. 

The family’s involvement related to a so-called 
“boiler room” scam - whereby potential 
investors are cold-called and persuaded to part 
with vast sums of cash on a promise of huge 
returns on their investments. 

Their victims were targeted and told that rare, 
coloured diamonds were exclusively on offer to 
them. They were told they would be sure to 
make money. 

The explanation was that the mines they were 
sourced from were due to close, meaning the dia¬ 
monds were being sold cheaply but would soon 
go up in value once the market realised there 
were no gems like them left in the world. 

If any potential investors expressed interest, 
they were then sent glossy brochures in a bid 
to reassure them that the business was entirely 
legitimate. In fact, the coloured gems were prac¬ 
tically worthless and were being flogged to 
victims at up to 3,000 per cent more than what 
they were worth. 

Any hope of even getting back a small amount 
of what was paid for the jewels was impossible. 

Since the fraud began in 2011, vast profits of 
as much as £1.5m were funnelled into accounts 
held by the gang overseas and tens of thousands 
of pounds were spent on luxury goods in high- 
end department stores in central London. 

Two companies, which essentially operated 
as one, were found to be behind the fraud - 
Evolution Commodities and Stonehouse 
Global Markets. 

In the course of the trial, the jury heard that 


Omar Eshpari had masterminded the scam. His 
brother, Hider Eshpari, had been the director of 
Evolution Commodities until he was arrested at 
the office in Devonshire Square, in the city of 
London, in December 2011. 

He was arrested again the next month when he 
tried to siphon £30,000 out of the company 
through a banker’s draft. 

The brothers’ parents had helped in the scam 
by laundering money through a company that 
had been set up in their name, called Dante Elias, 
and through their own personal bank accounts. 

Also found guilty of involvement in the scam 
was Anna Foord, of Gravesend, Kent, who was 
found to be responsible for the day-to-day run¬ 
ning of Stonehouse Global Market. 

She often visited the homes of potential 
investors to show them the gems and took 
money from the victims before transferring it 
from her bank account to that of the brothers. 

That particular company ran for 18 months and 
shut down in early 2013 when Omar Eshpari was 
jailed for his involvement in a separate land 
banking investment fraud. 

However, Foord was in the process of setting 
up her own jewellery business when she was 
arrested by police in June 2013. 

Detective constable Claire Bailey, who led the 
investigation for the City of London Police, said: 
“Boiler room fraud is a crime that destroys retire¬ 
ments and ruins lives. 

“Victims were led to believe they were invest¬ 
ing their savings in diamonds that could only 
increase in value and would provide them with 
regular and healthy dividends when in reality 
they were putting their money and trust in a care¬ 
fully constructed scam designed to make the 
fraudsters a fortune. 

“The City of London Police are very pleased 
this complex and extensive investigation has 
finally resulted in this organised crime gang fac¬ 
ing the justice they deserve, something that I 
hope will provide some solace to their victims. 

“We would also advise anyone who is con¬ 
tacted by a cold-caller trying to sell them some¬ 
thing to simply hang up the phone and do not 
engage with this person on any level.” 

All five are due to be sentenced on May 29. 


Edwin’s fishing for former anglers 


AN angling coach is hoping to catch the attention 
of former members of a youth league for a 
reunion 30 years on. 

Edwin Williams set up the Enfield Junior 
League in 1985 and taught young anglers to per¬ 
fect their craft at training nights on the River Lee 
at Wharf Road in Ponders End. 

He said: “When I ran the junior league down at 
the River Lee at Ponders End, we had 60 kids. 
The oldest was 16 in 1985 and I’m hoping to find 
as many of them as possible. We won gold, silver 
and bronze awards and we came to the top every 
year.” 

Their prize-winning achievements from 1985 
are recorded in a leather-bound year book at 
Edwin’s home in James Street, Bush Hill Park. 

The anglers fished roach, bream, perch and 
bleak from the river. 

The league competed in the London Youth 
Games, which brought together young sports 
fans from the capital’s 33 boroughs. 

The contest was founded in 1977 to mark the 
Queen’s Silver Jubilee and showcases a range of 
sports. 

Enfield’s anglers won the gold prize twice and 
they also took a second and third place. 

The league ran until 1991 and Edwin became 
the manager for the angling contest for the Lon¬ 
don Youth Games. 

“I would like all the people who were involved 
to get in touch with me,” he said. 

He thinks some of the young anglers might 
have moved away from the area. 

The league’s deputy manager, Tony Marchont, 
from Enfield Highway, has already traced some 
members by social media and the two fishermen 
want to find more anglers who might still be

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Police warning 
after pensioner 
thwarts conmen

RESIDENTS are being warned to be on their 
guard after a pensioner was targeted by conmen. 

A man claiming to be from a drainage com¬ 
pany called at the home of an 85-year-old 
woman in Hyde Park Avenue, Winchmore Hill. 

The man told her that he was carrying out 
sewage works in the area and that they might 
affect her home. The conman then asked for the 
pensioner’s phone number, so that his boss could 
confirm his story. 

Within a few minutes, the victim’s phone was 
ringing and when she answered the man at the 
other end of the line told her she would have to 
give £2,500 in cash right away to the company so 
that they could stop her home from being 
affected by the supposed nearby drainage works. 

She was told that the money was for a pressure 
pump that needed to be installed urgently or 
sewage would overflow in her garden in a matter 
of hours. 

Five minutes after the call another man called 
at the pensioner’s home. When she opened the 
door, he barged past her and walked straight into 
her house. 

However, when she protested, the intruder left. 

She later saw both men loitering outside her 
home in the street. 


Luckily, no money had been handed over and 
the pensioner immediately called the police. 

One of the suspects in the attempted con is 
described as being white, between 20 and 30 
years old, 6ft tall with short brown hair. 

He was wearing a navy top, which was possi¬ 
bly a turtle neck, and navy trousers. 

The other man who called is also white and 
aged between 20 and 30 years of age. He is about 
5ft 8ins tall and also had short brown hair. 

He was also wearing a navy jumper. 

Inspector Andy Port, from Enfield’s south 
cluster policing team, said: “I would like to 
remind residents, especially the elderly, to 
always ask for identification before letting peo¬ 
ple into their homes.” 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s cabinet member 
for environment and community safety, reiter¬ 
ated the police’s advice. 

He said: “Never let anyone inside your home if 
they call unexpectedly, until you are satisfied 
they are who they say they are and we recom¬ 
mend residents are vigilant about giving out per¬ 
sonal details and think very carefully before 
buying goods or services on their doorstep.”

THIRTY-five pigs and seven dogs were led to 
safety after a blaze at a farm near Crews Hill. 

Six fire engines and 35 firefighters and offi¬ 
cers attended the barn fire at Sloemans Farm, in 
Whitewebbs Road. 

Two barns containing 5,000 bales of hay were 
ablaze when crews from Enfield, Finchley, 
Edmonton and Hertfordshire arrived at 3.30pm 
on Wednesday last week. 

A flat-bed lorry and two outbuildings were 
also affected. 

The fire was under control by 7.30pm, but five 
engines were still at the farm on Thursday as 
firefighters continued to dampen down. The 
blaze is thought to have started by accident. 

Two propane cylinders were also cooled after 
being caught in the fire. 

Station manager Steve West said: “When they 
arrived, our firefighters were faced with two 
open-sided Dutch barns and a number of farm 
outbuildings which werealight. 

“Thankfully, farm workers had managed to 
lead around 30 pigs and seven dogs to safety 
before we arrived. Our crews worked hard in 
hot and challenging conditions to get the fire 
under control.” 

Officers from the Environment Agency 
were also on the scene on Thursday to check 
that Cuffley Brook had not been affected by 
contaminated water. 

Environment officer James Burton said: 
“We’ve seen no negative effects on the fish 
so far.” 

Barry Duke, licensee of the King and Tinker, 


in Whitewebbs Road, said trade at his pub had 
been hit due to the road’s closure. 

Fire hoses stretched for nearly a mile down to 
the nearest hydrant in Theobalds Park Road. 

About 100 homes in the Theobalds Park Road 
area were affected by low water pressure when 


the fire brigade started tackling the blaze. A 
Thames Water spokeswoman said: “Residents 
may have noticed low water pressure as 
the fire service tackled an incident nearby. 
Water pressures were back to normal by 6am 
on Thursday.”

PACKETS of food on sale at an 
Enfield 99p store were found to 
have been urinated on and 
chewed by mice following a 
spot check by council environ¬ 
mental health officers after a 
complaint from a customer. 

The owners of the store, in 
London Road, Enfield Town, 
had to pay a total of £8,000 
in fines and costs after 
pleading guilty to breaching 
hygiene regulations. 

Tottenham Magistrates’ Court 
heard it was just two days before 
Christmas 2013 when a mem¬ 
ber of the public complained 
after spotting rodent-damaged 


biscuits on sale in the shop. 
Officers found packets of bis¬ 
cuits which had been gnawed 
by mice, a pack of Turkish 
delight with chew marks from a 
mouse on it and more packets 
of food which smelled of urine. 

Mouse droppings were dis¬ 
covered under the shelves in the 
biscuit, pretzels, cake, cereal 
and crisp aisles and in the food 
storage area on the first floor of 
the building. 

The court heard that remedial 
action taken by 99p Stores 
meant that a full clean and 
disinfect of the affected areas 
had been completed by 
Christmas Eve and no further 
sign of mouse infestation had 
been found. 


Chris Bond, Enfield Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and community safety, 
said: “These hygiene failings 
posed a serious risk to the 
health of the general public and 
we had no option other than to 
prosecute for what were signif¬ 
icant failings to control an 
infestation of mice. 

“While I’m pleased that 
the company took swift action 
to address the problems we 
identified, I find it difficult to 
understand why a national 
retailer would allow urine- 
stained packets of food to be 
sold to customers in the run-up 
to Christmas. 

“It is completely unaccept¬ 
able.” 


Supermarkets lose alcohol licences 


TWO supermarkets have been stripped of 
their licences to sell alcohol following a 
decision by Enfield Council’s licensing 
sub-committee. 

Sheelpa Express, in Ordnance Road, Enfield 
Lock, had its licence revoked after Revenue 
and Customs officers, together with trading 
standards officers, seized imported cigarettes 
and tobacco on which no duty had been paid. 

The shop owner had been warned he could 
lose his licence after it had been reviewed 
three times previously and he had been 
caught selling illicit alcohol. 


RK supermarket, in Empire Parade, 
Edmonton, lost its licence after alcohol and 
tobacco on which no excise had been paid was 
found on the premises three times in four 
months. 

Chris Bond, Enfield Council’s cabinet 
member for environment and community 
safety, said: “These traders have shown a 
cavalier disregard for the law and deserved 
no less than to have their licences revoked. 

“We expect businesses to behave lawfully 
and we’ll take appropriate action against 
those that choose not to.”

Candidates clash 
over Chase Farm

ENFIELD North Labour candidate in the general 
election Joan Ryan is calling for action to tackle 
what she describes as an “emerging accident and 
emergency crisis” following publication of the 
latest casualty waiting times. 

She said the closure of the A&E department at 
Chase Farm Hospital, in The Ridgeway, Enfield, 
in 2013 had put pressure on other hospitals. 

Government figures released this month saw 
the number of patients waiting for more than four 
hours to be admitted at North Middlesex Univer¬ 
sity Hospital, in Sterling Way, Edmonton, in the 
last week of March rise from 31 in 2014 to 126 
this year. 

Ms Ryan said: “Local A&E departments have 
been placed under greater pressure both by the 


Tories’ decision to axe the A&E unit at Chase Farm 
and the fact that under the Tory-led government it 
is getting harder for people to see their GP.” 

Conservative candidate Nick de Bois said: 
“Joan Ryan’s constant scaremongering isn’t con¬ 
vincing anyone. Her continuing claims that Chase 
Farm Hospital will close - when even Labour-run 
Enfield Council has approved the £270million re¬ 
build and investment programme - shows that she 
has nothing to offer residents. 

“I wish she would get behind the new hospital 
and champion the future of Chase Farm rather 
than raise the prospect of a Labour government 
putting this investment at risk.” 

The other candidates in Enfield North are Yemi 
Awolola (Christian Peoples Alliance), Deborah 
Cairns (UKIP), David Flint (Green), Cara Jenkin- 
son (Liberal Democrat) and Joe Simpson (Trade 
Unionist and Socialist Coalition).

THE phenomenal popularity of 
TV shows featuring spiritual 
mediums guarantees a stam¬ 
pede for tickets whenever the 
public gets the chance to see 
them - and the “psychic pow¬ 
ers” they claim to possess - in 
the flesh.

AVENGERS: AGE OF ULTRON 
(12A, 141 mins) 

W ITH the Harry Potter and Twilight 
series a distant memory, Peter 
Jackson’s forays into Middle 
Earth at an end and The Hunger Games 
poised for a dramatic conclusion this 
Christmas, the number of blockbuster 
franchises capable of setting the box office 
alight is dwindling. 

As the phenomenal success of 
Guardians Of The Galaxy last year attests, 
our appetite for films based on the Mar¬ 
vel Comics universe of superheroes shows 
no signs of abating, however, and this 
sequel to the 2012 action adventure 
Avengers Assemble is gearing up for the 
biggest opening weekend of all time.

Ben’s focusing on his mum

A YOUNG filmmaker is set to make a video 
chronicling his mum’s inspirational fight 
against cancer. 

Ben Doyle, 18, of Peartree Road, Enfield 
Town, plans to make the short film about his 
mum Jackie, who is currently clear of the disease. 

Jackie, 53, was diagnosed with breast cancer 
two weeks before her 50th birthday and had to 
undergo treatment including a lumpectomy, 
chemotherapy and radiotherapy. 

Ben credits his mum’s optimism and love 
of life for getting her through the difficult 
time and he wants the film to give hope to those 


in a similar situation. The former pupil of Chace 
Community School, in Churchbury Lane, 
Enfield, said he could still remember the day he 
found out his mum had cancer. 

“I can remember feeling as though the entire 
world had crumbled down around me,” he said. 

“But even then she had the attitude of, ‘Let’s 
just get on with it, there’s no point in getting sad 
about it’. It was a life-is-what-you-make-of-it 
attitude. Family and friends couldn’t believe how 
well she was taking it.” 

Ben credits his mother’s attitude for changing 
his life - he left school to pursue his dream career 
in filmmaking. 

“It changed everyone in my family’s life,” said 
Ben, who has one sister. 


“Everyone has now got this attitude of, ‘If 
you’re not enjoying something, don’t do it’.” 

The film, entitled Mum’s The Word, will 
record Ben’s first in-depth conversation with his 
mum about her cancer. 

“If this has an effect on one person’s life, it will 
be a worthwhile project,” he added. 

By Sunday Ben had reached his target of rais¬ 
ing £1,500 for the film through crowdfunding 
site Kickstarter. 

He works as a runner for an advertising 
agency, does film work in the evenings and week¬ 
ends.He hopes to have the project finished by 
June before putting it online. 

He is also in talks with cancer charities in the 
hope they will use the film as well.

A6 is an excellent all-rounder 


By Matt Joy 


I T feels like the A6 has been around since 
Moses, but there are specific updates for this 
year. Technophiles will like the new LED head¬ 
light options, including the fantastic Matrix LED 
units that blank off individual LEDs to maintain 
main beam illumination while avoiding dazzling 
other drivers. 

Amazingly, the windscreen and front side win¬ 
dows are now double glazed as standard. There’s 
also a smoothly-integrated new infotainment sys¬ 
tem with more features and, of course, engine revi¬ 
sions that take the most economical A6 up to 
67.3mpg and 109g/km - but only in the right spec¬ 
ification. 

Not much has changed outwardly unless you 
care to break out your electron microscope, but 
versions with LED headlights, like the S line car, 
don’t need fog lights any more. The function is 
built into the complex LED units, so you won’t see 
pointless extra lamps on the front. 

The A6 has a deservedly superb image, whether 
it’s as a long-legged company car or as a carry-all 
premium family bus. It’s well-known for its refine¬ 
ment, materials quality and comfort - and all three 


are borne out with this 2015 update. The Avant 
estate model is obviously the bigger of the two 
chief body styles, packing enough space for more 
or less anything you’re likely to need to carry. With 
the rear seats folded down, there are van-like pro¬ 
portions to play with, but the normal boot area 
alone is enough for pushchairs, big suitcases or 
smaller pieces of furniture. 

A nice touch is a cupholder design that grips 
containers firmly and stops them tilting. Mechani¬ 
cally speaking, the car is also a great fit for the S 
tronic automatic gearbox, which helps waft the A6 
along with dignity and quiet restraint. It’s 
supremely welcome in traffic, too, removing the 
strain often felt by your left leg. 

A butter-smooth drivetrain is perfect for the A6. 
It hums along so creamily it’s hard to believe that 
just a decade ago Audi was still using the clattery 
old TDI PD engines. The latest common-rail 2.0- 
litre diesel is a marvellous thing, if lacking a little 
in outright punch. 

The ride is comfy enough, despite 18-inch 
wheels, and you immediately notice how big and 
stable it feels both in a straight line and through 
corners, where it grips like a barnacle to a boat. 
Intelligent design means that the gearbox holds 


lower gears when going downhill, for example, to 
help with engine braking. 

On the downside, the steering is rather elastic¬ 
feeling and doesn’t have any real sense of connec¬ 
tion to the front wheels. The harder you drive 
along winding roads, the worse it seems to get. 
The silver lining is that it’s light and responsive at 
low speeds, making car parks lighter work than 
they might be, or you could just let the car park 
itself. You just need to select Drive and Reverse 
when the car tells you. S line trim, the Avant body 
style and the S tronic gearbox bump this car’s 
price up a few thousand pounds, but by A6 stan¬ 
dards, it’s not that pricey at all. It might just be a 
sweet spot in the range, too, with maximum prac¬ 
ticality, enough comfort and luxury and low run¬ 
ning costs. We managed just short of 52mpg on a 
40-minute loop of mixed roads. Not bad for a big 
ol’ barge like the A6. 

This is such an effective all-rounder that many 
different types of people might buy it, for overlap¬ 
ping reasons. Families who need space and tech¬ 
nology and business users who want comfort and 
prestige are the primary groups likely to make a 
bee-line straight for the Ultra TDI version. And 
they’d be wise to do so.

KANE PLEASED AT 
GOAL MILESTONE

HARRY KANE revealed his pride after 
becoming the first Tottenham Hotspur 
player to score 30 goals in a season for 
more than 20 years. 

The 21-year-old striker reached the 
milestone when netting the final goal in a 
3-1 victory at Newcastle United on Sun¬ 
day which saw Spurs climb back up into 
sixth place in the Premier League table. 

Kane is the first Spurs player to score 
30 goals in a season since Gary Lineker 
in 1992, and he hopes that he can add 
to his tally in the rest of the campaign. 

“I’m very proud but there are still five 
games left so hopefully I can get a few 
more goals and it doesn’t stop here,” he 
said. “It’s great to reach that milestone. 

“It felt like I was on 29 for ages and to 
be able to get to 30 now, and 20 in the 
league, is special - and to win the game 
is even better. Obviously I’m delighted 
with the 30 goals but the most important 
thing is that we keep winning games. 

“The season doesn’t finish here though. 
There are five more games left and I’ll be 
trying to get on the scoresheet in as many 
of them as possible.” 

“I think that we deserved the win. We 
played very well. We had two disappoint¬ 
ing performances in the last couple of 
weeks and we wanted to put it right. 
Credit to the lads because we deserved 
the three points.” 

And head coach Mauricio Pochettino 
firmly believes that Kane will only 
continue to improve over the next few 
seasons. 


“He has big potential,” he said. “He is 
young and this is his first full season in 
the first team. We need to push him to try 
to improve his level because he has the 
potential to improve. 

“To get to 30 goals is a fantastic achie¬ 
vement and I congratulate him. He 
deserves this moment because he has 
worked a lot. It’s an historic thing. 

“He’s happy in the changing room and 
all his team-mates are happy. I think all 
our supporters and the club are happy at 
his achievement.” 

Pochettino was also satisfied with 
Tottenham’s overall display on Sunday as 
they managed to put successive poor 
performances against Burnley and Aston 
Villa behind them. 

“It was a very important win to recover 
our good feeling after the last two games,” 
he said. “We showed we’re still alive and 
we played well. 

“We conceded another early goal in the 
second half but we were brave and we 
played our best football after they scored. 

Maybe it was difficult in the mind to 
concede another early goal against New¬ 
castle but we responded well and I’m 
pleased.” 

Meanwhile, Dele Alii has been named 
the Lootball League’s young player of 
the year. 

The 19-year-old midfielder signed for 
Spurs from MK Dons in January but was 
immediately loaned back to his former 
club for the remainder of the season. 

Alii, who has scored 15 goals during 
the current campaign, picked up the 
prize at Sunday night’s Lootball League

The hosts poured forward in the 
search for a crucial equaliser and it 
arrived in unusual circumstances in 
the 87th minute as Macauley White 
scored his first goal for the club 
direct from a corner from the left 
which dropped just inside the far 
post. 

And Borough were able to begin 
their celebrations in earnest when 
they went ahead in spectacular fash¬ 
ion in the first minute of stoppage 


time, Leroy Griffiths hooking the 
ball over the keeper and into the net 
from some 40 yards out on the right 
touchline. 

There was still time for Bowers to 
hit the bar and for Harris to make 
another fine save, but Borough held 
firm as their triumph was confirmed. 

Borough will now be promoted 
to step four of non-league football 
next season, with Ryman League 
Division One North their most 
likely destination. 

Meanwhile, Borough’s hopes of 
winning the Gordon Brasted 
Memorial Trophy came to an end 
on Thursday when a much-changed 
side was beaten 1-0 at Clapton in 
the semi-finals, with Fahad Nyanja 
scoring the only goal on 15 minutes. 

Haringey Borough host Takeley 
tomorrow (7.45pm) before round¬ 
ing off their triumphant league cam¬ 
paign at home to Tower Hamlets on 
Saturday (3pm).
